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Will Our Sons Die In Another 


War To Help The Zionists?

Documentation proving the build-up 
bringing about World War II, wherein is 
pointed out the same pattern which is fol- 
lowed by the same Zionist Organizations 
leading to World War III. Quoting leading 
Jewish publications, such as “The American 
Hebrew” and “Emanu-El & The Jewish 
Journal” of Sept. 1, 8, and 15, 1939 proves 
that at. the Zionist Cong. (held at Geneva, 
closing date Aug. 24, 1939), World War II 
(which officially did not start until Sept. 
3, 1939) was discussed as if it were already 
in existance, and Pres. Weizmann instructed 
Jewish leaders from all over the world to 
go home and “stand by the side of Great 
Britain and her Allies in a struggle upon 
which the fate of Jewry and democracy 
depended.” 

Even before World War II started, ‘The 
American Hebrew” correspondent attending 
the Zionist Congress, referred to it as “The 
Second World War.” 

Since sentiment in the USA was over- 
whelmingly against our participating in any 
war, the Zionists must have been confident 
the USA would be dragged into that forth- 
coming World War II, or they would not 
have openly called it “The Second World 
War’, which actually started on the closing 
date—Aug. 24, 1939—of that Zionist Con- 
gress, when France mobilized her war 
machine, with the return of Zionist leaders, 
who arrived in Paris on Aug. 24, 1939. 

In the special Jewish New Year edition 
of Sept. 8, 1939, “Emanu-E] & The Jewish 
Journal’, Rabbi David Cohen’s gloating (ob- 
serve date, which means Rabbi Cohen must 
have written his editorial even before the 
official start of World War II—i.e., Sept. 
3, 1939): “...A war in Europe will be of 
some good if the reactionary (Christian) 
elements in all countries kill each other off 
or wear each other out. This is a gruesome 
hope. But what other alternative is there?.” 
The rest of Rabbi Cohen’s editorial was to 
the effect that “we must adopt a more 
aggressive attitude in fighting our enemies.” 
He referred especially to Father Coughlin’s 
followers as being “our enemies,” and urged 
Jewry to “rise in their might and stamp the 
vermin out.” i.e. Christians in the USA are 
“vermin” and should be liquidated! That this 
is not the isolated opinion of one leading 
San Francisco Rabbi, a reading of Jewish 
publications constantly finds the same senti- 
ments more or less veiled. The Sept. 15, 1939 
“Emanu-El & The Jewish Journal” quoted 
President Weismann telling that 21st World 
Zionist Congress, inter alia, “Zionists expect 
a ‘New Deal’ for Palestine as a result of the 
war—and the emergence of a Jewish State. 
The United States will be more than ever a 
center of Zionist activities. .”’, and Dr. Gold- 
man of Chicago, then president of Zionist 
Organization of America: “The British and 
French people are fighting for all of us 
(Jews).” “The American Hebrew” of 
July 24, 1942 (after the USA had been drag- 
ged against its will into World War I) 
editorially confirmed ‘Dr: Goldman’s ' Aug. 
1939 brag, . by: boasting: 
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Corregidor or at any other of the new 
historic spots where MacArthur’s men put 
up their remarkable fight, their survivors 
could have said with truth: the real reason 
why that boy went to his death was because 
Hitler’s anti-Semitic movement succeeded in 
Germany.” 

In other words, even a casual reading of 
the Jewish press proves that Jewry is the 
war-maker, and that it is the Christians who 
kill each other off, not to mention the un- 
payable debts that are piled upon the sur- 
vivors to keep them forever in slavery. That 
history is repeating itself today, with World 
War III in the making and soon to explode, 
I refer to the almost full-page ad in June 
22, 1956: “The California Jewish Voice” 
captioned: 

“Whom Are We Appeasing — and Why?” 

A careful reading reminds you of the 
propaganda that filled the press prior to 
the USA openly entering into World War II. 
This ad even had the brass to open with: 
“World War II was the result of appease- 
ment. The millions of American dead and 
wounded and the billions of American dol- 
lars lost in that. struggle were the casualties 
of appeasement, which let the dictators of 
Germany, Italy and Japan encroach upon 
the Free World until they threatened to de- 
stroy it...Once again the pattern is re- 
peated...” This ad now holds forth that 
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ing a beachhead in the Middle East.” That 
“Egypt has a large force of Nazis panting 
for revenge against the democratic Allies 
who defeated Hitler.These men are pledged 
to carry out Hitler’s aim of completely an- 
nihilating the Jews. So long as they can kill 
Jews, these Nazis will fight for anybody, in- 
cluding Communists—and against anybody, 
especially the Western democracies.” This 
ad claims that the American Sixth Fleet in 
the Mediterranian is in danger. Is it another 
Pearl Harbor? 

This ad, signed by Committee to save 
the Middle East from Communism, care of 
“California Jewish Voice”, with a partial 
list of “Committee in Formation” signers, 
demands that the USA “must sell” arms tc 
Israel, and “must cut off all financial, 
technical and military aid to Egypt and 
every Arab State that has joined the 
Kremlin-Cairo Pact.” This ad has the nerve 
to repeat the bait used prior to World War 
Il: “If the USA provides Israel with arms 
now, they shall not have to send American 
Armies there later.” Reminds one how the 
USA shipped war materiel to Japan, with- 
out which Japan could never have achieved 
“Pearl Harbor.” Nor, could the Soviet Union 
be a threat to the USA today, had we re- 
frained from sending billions of war materiel 
there. Just as is known today that the so- 
called Hitler anti-Semitic movement (for 
which the USA fought World War, II, ac- 
cording to Jewry’s own boasts). was a fraud,

An address by Aaron M. Sargent, 
of San Francisco 

Delivered at the Annual Meeting of the 

National Society, Sons of the American 

Revolution, Chicago, Ill., May 24, 1955 


We know from bitter practical experience 
that our position on the anti-subversive 
front has steadily deteriorated. In our pre- 
occupation with the Communist menace we 
have made the dangerous mistake of over- 
looking the activities of another group—the 
so-called “Internationalists.” They must be 
held responsible for helping to create some 
of the conditions facing us today. 

An Intellectual Elite 

Alger Hiss is an “Internationalist.” He 
is closely identified with the intellectual elite 
which played such an important part in con- 
trolling the destiny of our country over the 
last quarter century. He was convicted of a 
crime which is the practical equivalent of 
treason. He was actively defended and sup- 
ported by prominent intellectuals and ‘Inter- 
nationalists.” The character witnesses at his 
trials included two justices of the United 
States Supreme Court, two judges of lower 
federal courts, three trustees of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace. Coun- 
sel for International General Electric Co., 
an American Delegate to the Dumbarton 
Oaks Conference, a professor of Interna- 
tional Law, a Director of the American As- 
sociation for the United Nations, and the 
secretary of the American Friends Service 
Committee. Philip Jessup was one of the 
Carnegie trustees who testified for Hiss. At 
the time of his indictment, Alger Hiss was 
president of the Endowment! None of these. 
character witnesses. appeared in response 
to subpoena. They were all volunteers.’ The 
most important character witness was the 
Carnegie Endowment. It allowed its name 
and prestige to be used by defense counsel 
to influence the jury. In testifying at the. 


second trial Hiss said that he was still a - 


trustee of this tax-exempt organization. 
The Guilt of Alger Hiss 
In spite of these activities Hiss was found 
guilty. There was never a reasonable doubt. 
The court record includes memoranda in his 
own handwriting copied from confidential 
and restricted State Department files. The 
pumpkin papers were micro-film copies of 
several hundred highly confidential docu- 
ments. These included dispatches between 
our State Department and American diplo- 
matic representatives all over the world. 
With the aid of these micro-film copies the 
American code may have been broken. This 
is the damning evidence of guilt—the treason 
of Alger Hiss. 
Disloyalty in the State Department 
Now let us consider another case—the 
so-called “investigation” of State Dept. dis- 
loyalty by the Tydings Committee. That 
committee made an attack on the Senator 
who had preferred charges, instead of mak- 
ing the kind of inquiry called for by the 
Senate resolution. Having suppressed the in- 
vestigation it “found” that Philip Jessup had 
no unusual affinity for Communist causes; 
that his connections with the Institute of 
Pacific Relations did not reflect unfavorably 
upon him; that Owen Lattimore was not the 
architect of our Far Eastern Policy; that 
he had no controlling or effective influence 
on that policy; that John Stewart Service 
was neither pro-Communist, disloyal, or a 
security risk; that the charges of Communist 
infiltration and influence on the State Dept. 
were false. It required a second investigation 
by the Senate Internal Security Committee 
to expose the subversive and dangerous 
character of the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions. 
The Institute of Pacific Relations 
The IPR has been actively supported by 
three tax-exempt foundations—Carnegie Cor- 
poration of N. Y., Rockefeller Foundation, 
‘and the Carnegie Endowment for ‘Interna- 
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General George Van Horn Moseley 
_ (Commenting on the decline of the 
Republic of the United States) 


“...that the IPR has been in general, 
neither objective nor non-partisan; ... that 
the net effect of IPR activities on U. S. 
public opinion has been pro-Communist and 
pro-Soviet, and has frequently: and re- 
peatedly been such as to serve the interna- 
tional Communist, and ‘Soviet interests, and 
to subvert the interests of the U. S.” 
(Report, p. 84.) 

The foundations contributed two million 
five hundred thousand dollars to this sub- 
versive activity. (Reece Committee Hearings, 
Vol. 1, p. 894.) The Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions is still a tax-exempt organization. 

Carnegie Endowment 

Millions have been spent by the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace to build 
and develop an international propaganda 
machine, to produce masses of material for 
distribution,| to create and support large 
numbers of international polity clubs at col- 
leges and elsewhere, to disseminate books 
throu “international mind alcoves,” to 
collaborate with publicity agents such as 
newspaper éditors, to prepare slanted ma- 
to establish 
professorships at colleges and train and in- 
doctrinate teachers, and to finance lecturers 
and import foreign lecturers and exchange 
“professors. (Reece. Report, p. 171.) The 
Reece Committee took note of the dangerous 
lobby power of this tax-exempt trust and 
said: 

“Tt is not beyond possibility that The 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace 
might have followed the same course as did 
the Institute of Pacific Relations. After all, 
Alger Hiss was made President of the 
Endowment. He was probably not in office 
long enough to do irremedial damage, but 
it is always possible that a great propaganda 
machine could get into the hands of another 
traitor, with tragic results to our country. 
When it is easy for a Hiss to become a 
trustee of the Woodrow Wilson Foundation, 
a director of the Executive Committee of the 
American Association for United Nations, 
a director of the American Peace Society, a 
trustee of the World Peace Foundation, a 
director of the American Institute of Pacific 
Relations, and the President of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, it is 
highly doubtful that propaganda machines 
should be operated by foundations.” (Re- 
port, p. 172.) 

An International Confidence Game 

The foundations are using their power 
to prevent the people from adopting a pro- 
American point of view toward the United 
Nations and they are falsely educating the 
public into the idea that the UNO is our 
light and savior; the hope of humanity. 

“It may be granted that it has some use- 
fulness as a place to exchange ideas with 
other nations and to reach some common 
understandings on lower levels of interest 
and importance, but to play it up as the 
magnificent instrument for peace which it 
so clearly is not, does our people a distinct 
disservice by obstructing that realism with- 
out which we cannot hope to solve our inter- 
national problems.” (Reece Report, p. 183.) 

This is the greatest confidence game and 
the biggest lobby in American history. It is 
suppressing the truth about this organization

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Influence on the State Department 


The Reece Committee determined that 
tax-exempt foundations have exerted a 
powerful, if not decisive influence on Ameri- 
can foreign policy. The reports of the 
Carnegie Endowment show that it has 
undertaken vital research projects for the 
State Department, created groups within the 
department, supplied advisers and executives 
and furnished a constant stream of Carnegie 
indoctrinated personnel. The report states: 
“|... that a majority of the ‘experts’ in the 
international field are on the side of globa- 
lism. It would be amazing if this were other- 
wise, after so many years of gigantic ex- 
penditure by foundations in virtually sole 
support of the globalist point of view. 
Professors and researchers have to eat and 
raise their families. They cannot themselves 
spend the money to finance research and 
publications. The road to eminence in inter- 
national areas, therefore, just as in the case 
of the social sciences generally, is by way 
(Re- 
port, p. 182.) 

Patronage, Discrimination and Thought 
Control © 

The committee found that the power of 
the individual large foundation is enormous, 
It can exercise various forms of patronage 
which carry with them elements of thought 
control. It can exert immense irifluence on 
educational institutions, educational proc- 
esses, and educators. 

“It is capable of invisible coercion 
through the power of its purse. It can ma- 
terially determine the development of social 
and political concepts and courses of action 
through the process of granting and with- 
holding foundation awards upon a selective 
basis, and by resigning and promulgating 
projects which propel researchers in ackeoted 
directions. It can play a powerful part in the 
determination of academic opinion, and, 
through this thought leadership, materially 
influence public opinion.” (Report, p. 17) 

Congressional Investigations 


The 82nd Congress created the first com- 
mittee to study the foundation problem. It 
was set up under the chairmanship of the 
late Eugene Cox of Georgia, who died while 
the inquiry was pending. Some strange and 
very unusual things happened. Most of the 
“witnesses” were not put under oath. 
Foundation presidents, trustees and other 
spokesman appeared and made long speeches 
for the record. The Ford Foundation provided 
four of these unsworn witnesses; there were 
three from Carnegie Corporation, three 
from Rockefeller Foundation, and two from 
the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace! It was a love feast—“Kings X” for 
everyone except some former Communists 
and a few others accused by them. No 
foundation or foundation representative was 
ever required to give a shred of evidence 
under the legal sanction of the oath. Even 
the foundations’ answers to the committee’s 
questionnaire were unsworn. In some cases 
they were not even signed! No adverse wit- 
ness was heard until two weeks before the 
committee was required to report to the 
House of Representatives. After the “‘investi- 
gation,” many of the Cox Committee files 
disappeared. No one seems to know what 
became of them. The report, as you would 
expect, was a white-wash—another per- 
formance like the circus before the Tydings 
Committee! 

The Reece Committee was established by 
the 83rd Congress. The opposition sought to 
load that committee. The work was crippled 
for lack of funds. The ranking minority 
member, a Congressman from Ohio, was 
guilty of such misconduct that public hear- 
ings had to be discontinued. He attacked and 
interrupted witnesses beyond all reason. 
There was bitter criticism in the press and 
on the radio—a barrage of propaganda to 
suppress the investigation. The foundations 
complained that they had been denied the 
hearing which. their spokesman had made it. 
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Gaza, Egypt,— 


Along the Gaza strip today are 215,000 
obstacles to any peace settlement attempted 
between Israel and Egypt. They’re Egypt’s 
share of the Palestine refugees—a human 
sea of hatred that lives for revenge on the 
Jews that took their homes. 

Since the end of fighting in 1949 they’ve 
increased their ranks about 20,000, and each 
new life is poisoned with the same hatred 
that festers the souls of their elders. 

Take Omar Allie Goub, 10. He has red, 
bristly hair and a taut freckled face. I asked 
him what he’ll be when he grows up. 

Learned Bloodlust 

“Soldier,” he said, through an interpre- 
ter. “I’m going to fight Jews and kill ’em.” 

Omar said he learned his bloodlust in 
school from a refugee teacher, and that all 
boys want to be soldiers and kill Jews. Omar 
says he hates Jews very much because they 
threw him out of his country. He was 2 yrs. 
old when his. family fled their Palestine 
home. 

Mohamed Joseph, 11, also wants to be a 
soldier and kill Jews. And Mahbouba,. a 
girl of 7, wants to be a nurse and care for 
soldiers injured killing Jews. . 

Disciples of Hatred 


All the youngsters said the same thing. 
Their little faces were contorted with 
ugliness as they recited the lessons taught 
them by their parents and teachers. 

In this camp of 17,800—one of eight. in 
the strip—almost half the refugees are un- 
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der 15. The same proportion holds for all 
camps. The total number under 15 is 98,000 
—all disciples of hatred. 

Issa Mohamed shouted that he fled his 
village when the Jews occupied it in 1949. 
He said he had 12 acres and two children; 
now he has four children and nothing else. 
He wants work but there is none. He said 
he wants only to go home and will gladly 
fight and die if given the chance. 

Few Have Jobs 

His family of six lives in one small room 
in the rows of shed-like dwellings built by 
UN reliefs and works agency (UNRWA). 
Each person is fed by UNRWA on about 
two bucks a month. Only a few have part- 


time jobs; the rest do nothing but sit day 
after dreary day and drink coffee, play 
games, talk about homes they left behind 
and what they’ll do to the Jews. 

Most claim they do not get enough to 
eat. They despise the camp, but like all of 
the 900,000 Palestine refugees, they have 
refused resettlement. 

From this camp, at the north end of the 
strip adjacent to the Mediterranean Sea, 
many can see their former homes now oc- 
cupied by Jews. They stand on the bluff for 
hours at a time staring at their old homes 
and fields. 
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There was peace in the Middle East un- 
til the Jews smuggled arms into Palestine 
and suddenly opened fire on_ surprised 
‘Arabs and Egyptians, driving a million 
men, women and children into the desert 
where they barely exist today on $2.00 
each per month supplied by the U.N. 

The Zionists pressured Pres. Truman 
into acknowledging Israel as a nation on 
May 15, 1948. For 8 years the Jews have 
occupied the homes and farms of these 
people bringing in Jews from all over the 
world, while they continually harrass the 
Egyptians and are now engaged in stealing 
more land to settle eleven million Jews. 

To help the reader to understand the 
motives behind this ruthless, lawless move 
by the Jews, we republish here part of a 
speech made in May 31, 1947 before the 
Canadian Jewish Congress by Dr. Nahun 
Goldmann, Pres. of the World Jewish Con- 
gress. (The Vice Pres. of the World Jewish 
Congress, Rabbi Joachim Prinz, engaged 
the Editor of Common Sense in Court, and 
through Jewish political pressure secured 
a judgment of $30, 000.) This is the Zionist 
group which set up Israel. 

This speech was published in the Con- 
gress Bulletin, a Zionist publication. The 
Pres. of the Canadian Jewish Congress, is 
Samuel Braufman who practically controls 
the liquor industry of Canada and the U. S.

the Middle East they would have won the 
war. This may be exaggeration or it may 
not be. But.they are convinced that if 
there are any future wars that they will be 
global wars and they will concentrate in this 
part of the world. The Middle East, be- 
tween the three continents, the link be- 
tween Europe and Asia and Africa, is per- 
haps the most strategic area in the world. 
“In one of the talks I had last summer 
with Mr. Bevin where he spoke up very 
frankly, he said to me, ‘You know, doctor, 
what you want me to do by establishing a 
Jewish ahead You waht me to deliver’ into 
your hands the it + keys to the: most important 





strategic area in the world. You will allow 
me to think once and twice before I give 
you this key.’ There was something in this 
remark. 

“In addition to this, oil has been found 
in the Middle East. I remember Mr. Ickes, 
who was in charge of oil administration in 
America during the war, told me that ex- 
perts report that there is more oil in the 
Middle East than in all of North and Cen- 
tral America together, ten to twenty times 
as much. And you know what oil means 
in this world. Once we have established a 
Jewish State in Palestine all this will be in 
our favor. But until we do establish it this 
is an obstacle, because people are very re- 
luctant to allow Jews, with their zeal and 
intelligence, to establish themselves in an 
area of such importance. 

“If we would have wanted to establish 
Jews on Madagascar we could have done 
so already. Nobody cares what is being 
done on Madagascar. It is outside of world 
politics. But Palestine is today the center 
of strategy and of world power politics, 
and statesmen who approach Zionism to- 
day think in those terms. I would like 
Zionists to understand it. It is not always 
the things that appeal to justice and fair- 
ness that count in the world. The countries 
and the governments of the world will 
determine their positions from the view- 
point of their realistic interests. These will 
be the decisive considerations. All the 
humanitarian aspects of the problem, which 
may play a certain role, will not be decisive 
and we have to adjust our policies to such 
a realistic approach to the problem.”

impossible to conduct. 
Vilification and Smear 


Our major broadcasting system allowed 
its radio and television network to be used 
to attack this committee. The broadcast oc- 
curred in Aug. 1954 several months before 
the filing of the Reece Committee report. 
On that program the minority member 
falsely claimed that he was defending the 
honor and dignity of Congress. He attacked 
the majority members, the staff and com- 
mittee witnesses. The obvious purpose was 
to discredit the investigation before the com- 
mittee could file its report. The program 
was taken on film and sound recording; re- 
leased three days later without editing. This 
attack was not the result of negligence. It 
was a deliberate assault on the integrity 
of a Congressional Committee. 

Censorship in Favor of the United Nations 


About a month later, a member of this 
Society was summarily taken off the air by 
the same broadcasting company. That oc- 
curred because of his opposition to policies 
and practices of the United Nations. This 
man was a commentator on a television pro- 
gram at Los Angeles—a patriot who believed 
in the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution, and resented UN encroachment 
on American rights. He had been on the air 
for about a year prior to the incident to 
which I refer. His freedom on the air had 
included the opportunity to denounce the 
eommunists. That was alright. No difficulty 
Was experienced until he challenged the 
“Internationalists.” Then the reaction was 
immediate! His station arrangement was 
cancelled almost without notice. He was 
deprived of his right to a two weeks notice 
of cancellation—prevented from going on 
the air to explain his position to the mem- 
bers of the television audience. One would 
expect this sort of conduct in Soviet Russia. 
It is strange—very strange—to have it occur 
in the United States of America. The chair- 
man of the corporation controlling this net- 
work is an “Internationalist” who stands 
high in the councils of the present admini- 
stration. 

The Monopoly in Communications 


We are in-dangerous shape when these 
things are possible. Effective censorship now 
exists in favor of the United Nations lobby 
and. the “Internationalists.” Only a limited 
number of television channels are available. 
There is a practical condition which amounts 
to monopoly. Three broadcasting companies 
occupy the entire field. One of them is domi- 
nated by a giant holding company headed 
by a prominent “Internationalist.” Control] 
of the entire television industry is in the 
hands of three men who head these broad- 
casting systems. Television has enormous 
power for good or evil. It can lift a man 
from obscurity to national prominence. It 
may destroy the reputations of some while 
assisting in a build up for the benefit of 
others. Its power is too dangerous to be al- 
lowed to rest exclusively in the hands of 
three men. It is time to inquire whether the 
policies of these networks are directly or 
indirectly influenced by tax exempt founda- 
tions; to what extent control may be 
exercised by the “Internationalist” clique 
responsible for betraying of American in- 
terests. Fortunately, there is a safe and 
constitutional way to deal with this problem. 
It.involves an extension of public utility law 
in the field of television and radio. 


Arrogance and Defiance 


These giant foundations have continued 
their arrogant disregard of the public in- 
terest. There is no evidence that they intend 
to reform. They have challenged the power 
and authority of Congress and the American 
people. Your affairs are now controlled by a 
movement which relies on propaganda, in- 
filtration and smear. The Reece Committee 
found that 

“The far reaching power of the large 
foundations. ..has so influenced the press, 
the radio, and even the government that it 
has become extremély difficult for objective 
eriticism of foundation practices to get into 
mews channels... Nothing short of &n‘un-

hampered Congressional investigation could 
hope to bring out the vital facts...As in- 
dicated by their arrogance in dealing with 
this committee, the major foundations and 
their associated intermediary organizations 
have entrenched themselves behind a totality 
of power which presumes to place them be- 
yond serious criticism and attack.” (Report, 
p. 17-18) 
A Boston Tea Party 


There is only one power fully adequate 
in this emergency—the power of the people. 
Basically, they have three weapons available 
for their defense; (1) the ballot, (2) the 
right of petition, and (3) the right of boy- 
cott. Two of these have been tried and failed. 
It remains for us'to consider an effective 
use of the third remedy. 

We have the: right to discriminate in 
favor of patriotic. pro-American. business 
men. We can buy and recommend the pro- 
ducts of those willing to help us in resisting 
subversion. An American. resistance move- 
ment can be established. We. are under no 
obligation to use the products of those who 
knowingly employ left-wing artists or com- 
mentators on the radio or television, or who 
deliberately slant the news. Labor has the 
right of boycott and the right to strike. As 
consumers and patriotic citizens we have the 
same right. An intelligent use of this remedy 
could provide the force needed to head us in 
the right direction. The patriotic boycott is 
an unalienable right as old as the Boston 
Tea Party. In my judgment it can be legally 
established.

Have they ever supported research or 
education designed to expose the conduct, 
propaganda, or activities of the Communist 
or Socialist moVements in this country? 

Have they supported the work of active 
anti-communists, anti-communist organiza- 
tions, or repentant Communists who have 
since demonstrated their loyalty and render- 
ed valuable service to the cause of freedom 
by combating and exposing subversion?

They carry their full share 
of responsibility in supporting and defending 
the Government and Constitution of the 
United States: Many of them have rendered 
military service.

Are the foundations patriotic or un- 
patriotic? 

What is the attitude of the boshines and 
financial leaders who sit as trustees on the 
boards of these great tax-exempt corpora- 
tions?

and that there never were more than 600,000 
Jews in pre-Hitler Germany (so obviously 
could not have killed 6,000,000 Jews). The 
reason for World War III is again the killing 
off of Christians, so that Jewry’s “gruesome 
hope” of enslaving the “survivors” can be 
realized, and with all resistance liquidated.
